It has 
20 statues and statuettes in niches 
in the walls, Around the northern 
part of the main room the colours 
of painted reliefs are vividly pre- 
Berved. 


Princess Hetepheres, who was 
the granddaughter of the elder 
Queen -Heterpheres, wife of 
Senefru and mother of Cheops, is 
represented in one of the reliefs 
with short. hair painted. bright, 
-yellow. and crossed by fine red 
horizontal lines. She was mani- 
festly n- blonde or red-haired, the 
first of either type to be found 
among the bdlack-haired people’ ‘of 
the Pyramid age. .

UNABLE 10 GIVE WARNING 
OF FIRE. 


For come time three men at- 
tempted in vain to explain to 
other occupants of a house. in 
New North Street, Theobalds 
Road, Holborn, that fire had 
broken out in the basement. ‘All 
three of them were dumb,
